Reported 
On 475-1212 


Police, fire and ambulance emergen- 
cies should now be called to one central 
number 475-1212. 


A new central dispatch system has 
been inplemented at the public safety 
center which will handle all calls to 
both the police and fire departments. 


The 475-1212 number is to be used 
only for emergencies. 


When dialed, a dispatcher will res- 
pond ‘“‘public safety’’ after which the 
caller should request the assistance of 
either police, fire or ambulance. 


Some initial reactions by the public 
to the new systemhas resulted in tem- 
porary confusion when the usual 
response has not been either ‘‘police 
department,” or fire department.”’ 1] 


Routine, or non-emergency calls, to 
either public safety division may now 
be processed by calling any of the 
following four numbers: 475-1281; 475- 
1364; 475-0411; 475-1337. 


The central dispatch system has been 
in operation for a week and is working 
well. There are sufficient safeguards, 
as the new procedure is implemented, 
so that there is no possiblilty of an 
emergency call not getting immediate 
response.

The Andover Historical Society at 97 
Main St., neighbor to an important shop- 
ping and professional center, is also par- 
ticipating in Andover’s Sidewalk Bazaar. 

While Andover merchants will display 
contempory products, the Historical 
Society will display in it’s Barn Museum 
the products used in the life style of local 
residents a century and more ago. On the 
Society’s lawn there will be exhibits of 
hand crafts which were common in our 
forefather’s day. The Society will offer 
demonstrations both Friday and Saturday, 
June 20 and 21. 

On Friday it will have a booth in front of 
town hall from 9:30 in the morning until 7 
p.m. to display such traditional hand 
crafts as: wood carving, sampler 
stitching, canning seats, drawing 
theorems, tole-painting, neddlepoint. 

From 5 p.m. to 7 on Friday, the 
Society’s Barn Museum will be open free 
to the public. It contains innumerable ar- 
tifacts showing how our ancestors lived 
and worked. There will be live exhibits of 
needlework, sketching, block printing, 
netting, doll-making. 

On Saturday the Society will also have 
similar activities at both locations. Star- 
ting at 9:30 at the booth in front of town 
hall, wall stenciling and calico crafts will 
be demonstrated. 

At 11 a.m. the Andover Militia will per- 
form at the Society. It will then lead the 
parade to the Town Hall where at 11:30 the 
Society will put on a skit based on the 
Bicentennial of the Massachusetts 
Constitution which went into effect in Oc- 
tober, 1780. A train museum describing 
the drafting of this historic document will 
also be open to the public. The Militia will 
drill again on the Society lawn at 1 p.m. 

Meanwhile, the Barn Museum will be 
open free from 10 to 3 and more 
demonstrations of arts and crafts will oc- 
cur at the Society. 

For sale to the public will be ginger 
cookies from an old recipe, lemonade, 
herbs, sampler kits and historic 
publications including the famous Bailey 
history of old Andover to 1800.

Recycling Profitable In April 


with almost 100 tons of paper, 99.58 tons to 
be exact and that brought in $2798. With 
the sale of glass and aluminum bringing in 
over $300 for the month, we cleared $500 
profit to be applied to a lean month. 


This is a very volatile business on both 
ends. Collections vary from 55 tons to 
almost 100 tons per month. The price of 
paper varies too, from $8 per ton when we 
started July lup to $33 per ton and down to 
$15. Our glass business is more steady. We 
receive $10 per ton always and collections 
range from 15-28 tons per month. An in- 
crease in glass recycled would help to give 
us a consistent base income. 


We have had three aluminum collections 
with money received at 23¢ per pound, $69, 
$45 and $73. We’ll hope for a bigger load on 
June 21. Behind the Town Hall on Sidewalk 
Bazaar Saturday is were you’ll find us. 
Don’t forget. 


Making money is great, but the real 
reason all of us are into this is to re-use 
valuable goods and resources. All those 
tons of paper, glass and aluminum reused 
this year are a great step in the right 
direction.

Recall Beginnings of Constitution 


The Constitution Express will glide into 
Andover next week, and some history 
buffs will march down Main Street in 
colonial garb, both in commemoration of 
events of 200 years ago that led up to adop- 
tion of the Massachusetts Constitution. 

Both the train and the re-enactment are 
being celebrated in conjunction with the 
annual Sidewalk Bazaar Days here. 

The train, a traveling museum of 
documents and artifacts circa 1780 to 1790, 
will arrive in town late Tuesday, and be 
open to the public Wednesday, June 18, 
through Tuesday, the 24th. 

At 11 a.m. on Saturday, June 21, the An- 
dover Co. of the Militia will drill on the 
lawn of the Andover Historical Society, 
and then escort a special cast of actors 
and actresses from the Historical Society 
along Main Street to the steps of Town 
Hall, where they will perform the re- 
enactment. 

The Andover High Choral Society will 
sing, and State Rep. Gerald Cohen will 
give the address. 

Members of the cast of the re- 
enactment, under the direction of Mar- 
jorie Carson, include: Town 
Clerk—William Emmons; Narrators— 
Cleveland Gilcreast and Edward Harris; 
John Adams—Walter Partridge; James 
Bowdoin—James Carson; and 
Women-—Irene Jones, Deborah Brent, 
Dorothy Tavern, Barbara Loomer and 
Reta Buchan. 

In July of 1779, Andover Town Meeting 
elected four delegates to a state conven- 
tion, and instructed them to vote for a con- 
stitution. 

The four so charged were John Farnum, 
a grammar schoolmaster; Zebediah Ab- 
bot, a merchant and church deacon; 
Samuel Phillips, Jr., judge and later 
lieutenant fovernor of the Com- 
monwealth; and Sauel Osgood, later the 
State’s delegate to the Continental 
Congress and first national Postmaster 
General.

Citizen action has worked in Shaw- 
sheen. 

Federal, State and Town officials urge 
and support citizen action to deal with 
local problems and to bring about local 
improvements. 

On June 14, 1980 the town and the resi- 
dents of Shawsheen Village will, to a large 
degree, be celebrating a citizen’s action 
success story. Shawsheen Village is a Na- 
tional Historic District because a large 
group of local residents got together to ac- 
complish that goal. 

The idea of trying to get the village on 
the National Register originated within 
the Friends of Shawsheen Neighborhood 
organization. Over 50 members of that or- 
ganization worked to catalog, map and 
identify over 400 buildings. They photo- 
graphed every street and major building 
according to a procedure required by the 
Massachusetts Historical Commission. 
They‘spent many hours verifying the cor- 
rect address and location of buildings on 
the forms which had to be turned in to the 
Massachusetts Historical Commission for 
its aoproval. They researched the history 
of the village using local libraries and by 
talking to many townspeople who lived in 
Shawsheen during the first years of its ex- 
istence after the American Woolen Com- 
pany construction was completed. They 
waited, a little nervously, for over a year 
after they had submitted everything they 
could produce to the Massachusetts His-

torical Commission before they learned 
that they had succeeded and Shawsheen 
was declared a National Historical Dis- 
trict. 

Working through the Historical Com- 
mittee of the Neighborhood Association, 
they planned and funded all of the activ- 
itthe Neighborhood Association, they 
planned and funded all of the activit ies 
they were required to do. 

Any technical advice they needed, they 
got from the Massachusetts Historical 
Commission. The organization and execu- 
tion of all of the work to be done was done 
by them.

Town Manager Jared S.A. Clark 
said that decision was made after he, 
Frontiero, and Historical Commis- 
sion Chairman Philip Allen met with 
members of the Massachusetts His- 
torical Commission last week to dis- 
cuss the study. 


The state commission has re- 


- quested that the town try to save the 


school because it may be of historical 
significance. The school building pro- 
gram calls for demolition of the 
school this July to make room for ten- 
nis courts at the Doherty School when 
it is converted into a junior high. 

Clark said the town’s historical 
commission feels the Stowe ‘‘is prob- 
ably not of great historical impor- 
tance.”’ 

The state will not require the town 
to undertake a full environmental im- 
pact study, which could delay the 
building program, said Clark. 


The architect for conversion of Do- 
herty school into a junior high has recom- 
mended the building be kept open 
throughout the construction period of 
more than two years, to prevent vandal- 
ism and deterioration of the building. 

‘“’ve seen it before,’’ said architect 
Gerry Dion of Perley F. Gilbert Associ- 
ates, Lowell, architects for the three-part 
$11.72 million school building project. 
‘‘Once you close it down, you’re dead.’’

Instead, the town will do a ‘‘modi- 
fied study,’’ Clark said, to determine 
possible alternative uses for the 
school; who would use it; what im- 
pact a reuse would have on the school 
building program; and the ability of 
the community to provide for a reuse 
of the school. 

Clark said he explained to the state 
commission that 1980 town meeting 
has already appropriated funds to 
study reuse of two wings of East Ju- 
nior High, ‘‘and it is probably not pos- 
sible to save two buildings.”’ 

He added that the existing Stowe 
school is not the original building, but 
was rebuilt after the original struc- 
ture burned down. 

Frontiero, who is currently re- 
tained by the historical commission 
to survey the town’s historic buildings 
until August, will be retained until 
September to conduct the historic 
portions of the Stowe study, said 
Clark. Town administration will com- 
plete the other parts of the study, 
such as financial impact, he said. 

‘‘T feel we now have a reasonable 
process outlined for studying the fu- 
ture of Stowe School,’’ Clark told the 
building committee. ‘‘I expect we will

cited a zoning bylaw which sets a 300 foot 
minimum distance between an industrial 
building and the nearest residence. 


In its decision, the court ruled that 
Lowell Junction Road separates the 
warehouse from the abutters’ homes, and 
therefore the industrial land does not abut 
the residential. 

Rather than pursue the appeal, the town 
will probably try to clarify the zoning 
bylaw in question through next year’s 
town meeting, said Clark. In the mean- 
time, the problem will be referred to the 
Planning Board for study and their 
recommendations, he added.
